Review on the Annual Administration Report on the work of the 

Colonization Department, Haryana , for the period from 1st 
November , 1966 to 31st March , 1967. 


The Department of Colonization started functioning with 
effect from 1952. On the reorganization of the State , 17 new 
and 11 old mandis came to the share of Haryana . The Coloniza 
tion Department is concerned wit s the election of sites for new 
mandis, acquisition of lands, assessment of demand for various 
categories of plots, selling them by holding public auctions after 
getting estimates of works prepared , collecting data for fixation 
of reserve prices , giving prosessi le pluis tu the purchasers , 
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Scrutinizing the building plans , disposal of public complaints and 
applications, maintenance of accounts, recovery of balance of sale 
price in instalments and regulating the private building activity 
in the new mandis . 

2. On reorganization of the State , the Director, Urban 
Local Bodies, Haryana , has been designated as a part- time Coloniza 
tion Officer, Haryana , also . An Extra Assistant Colonization 
Officer, Haryana , in the H.C.S. Scale with supporting staff has been 
provided for the said Department.

It was considered that short term leases bring dominal lease money . Also , 
the short term leases cannot take full benefit of the lands and as a consequence 
the food production also suffers. It was, therefore, decided to lease out the lands 
for long terms, say three years , from the year 1967-68 onwards well in timebefore 
the start of agricultural year.

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( ii ) It was considered that the failure of the Market Committee to declare 
the New Mandis as the Principal Market Yard retarded their development, 
Individual cases are being taken up with State Marketing Board . 


MANDI DABWALI 


Before closing, a mention of mandi Dabwali is necessary . This town 
with a Municipal Committee lies just on the border of Ferozepore District. Actually , 
a big portion of abadi lies in the jurisdiction of that District. The water supply , 
sewerage works , college and one Ginning Cotton Factory lie in Punjab , Govern 
ment has been moved to draw up a case for readjustment of boundries. 

The Department is taking all out steps to over-come the difficulties parti 
cularly with relation to the development of mandis such as those at Dabwali , 
Guhla , Pehowa and Narwana . The first three are near the Punjab -Haryana 
Borders and have typical problems of their own. Dabwali has a major problem 
mentioned above . Besides adjustment of boundries measures necessary for 
efficient and uninterrupted functioning of the above-mentioned services will have 
to be adopted in consultation with the Punjab Government.
